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LIFE INSURANCE. 


The great importance of this subject to the community at large, has not been 
duly appreciated. Although many persons are now awakened to the adva tages 
and even necessity of insuring their lives, there are yet thousands who perhaps 
bestow neither thought nor attention upon the matter. 

We consider it a duty which every man, and every man and woman upon 
whom others are dependant, to procure a life policy to as large an amount as 
their income will possibly permit them to pay for. 

The system of Life Insurance is nothing more than a mutual benefit system, 
whereby the living provide for the friends of the dead. Every prudent mer- 
chant deems it absolutely necessary to protect himself and his creditors from 
losses against fire; yet they generally overlook the insurance of their own 
lives, which is equally if not more necessary for the protection of their families. 
We look upon it as more important, when we consider the obligations under 
which every man lives, to his family and dependants. 

As long as a man has life and health he may be supposed to be able to pro- 
tect himself and his family from the evils of poverty and misfortune. But as 
most men are too pcor to die, they are bound to save their family and dependants 
from the results of loss of health and loss of life. This can be easily accom- 
plished. The commendable order of Rechabites, now so generally established in 
large cities, enables a man who contributes twenty-five cents per week, to re- 
alize, in case of sickness, enough to support himself for a long period, while 
the payment of twenty or thirty dollars per annum, to a Life Insurance Com- 
gmmanar emma dans his death, a sufficient sum to make them com- 

A case has occurred within a few days past, which illustrates the subject at 
once. A citizen of Boston, in perfect heaJth, insured his life on the 23d day of 
January, 1846, for two thousand dollars, in one of the Wall street offices, of 
which the foilowing letter is a detail :

His prospect of life for years to come was as good and perhaps better than 
that of ninety-nine out of every hundred persons ; and as iong as life continued, 
his family was sure to be supported. But his death occurred within thirty days 
of the issue of the policy, and without one hour’s warning. His family 's now 
in possession of the fund guaranteed to them in case of his death. Not even a 
delay of sixty days is allowed to elapse before they realizethe amount of the 
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The above letter, stating this case, is inserted as a commentary upon the un- 
certainties of life ; and we now beg leave to recal the serious attention of every 
reader to the existing necessity of taking out a life policy, and that for the 
largest amount he can provide for. To office-holders, Bank Cashiers and Pres- 
idents—to all who receive a fixed salary—this subject possesses peculiar 
claims. 


Tue New Banxrino Acts ror IRELAND AND ScoTLAND went into operation 
on the 6th December, 1845, and at their commencement were attended by seve- 
ral circumstances which mark in a peculiar manner, the different monetary re- 
lations of both Ireland and Scotland, from those of England. The chief pecu- 
liarity is, that the present circulation in both the countries mentioned, is above 
the limit fixed by law, and the banks have had to meet the provisions of the 
Acts, by importing gold as the representative of their extra issues. Although 
the banks held fully sufficient for their circulation, they have thought it prudent, 
in the first instance, to add considerably to their present stocks of specie ; and 
this has occasioned a reduction of the amount held by the Bank of England, 
and explains the cauxe of the diminution which has been for some time ta\ing 
place in the bullion of the bank. The increased expense of the circulation to 
the Irish and Scottish Banks is already shewing its effects. The banks have 
no inducement to increase their circulation, as they must pay for the specie 
they import, in order to do so; and accordingly they have withdrawn banking 
accommodation from numerous parts of the country, where local managers 
were heretofore in the habit of attending periodically, on market-days, &c.; 
discounts are also Jess easily granted, and an extension of credit is only allowed 
where increased rates are charged, to meet the extra cost of the circulation. 


Tue Bankers’ Weexty Crrcutar.—Several Banks in the interior have de- 
clined subscribing to our paper unpon the ground that they tase other papers 
of a similar character. 

This objection is made without consideration, and without a due examination of 
the plan and contents of the Circular. There is no paper printed in the United 
States upon this plan, nor any principle approaching it. There is no Journal 
which pretends to make an exhibit of the con tition or of the capital and names 
of officers of the Banks of this country, or which furnishes statistical details 
respecting the State Finances of al] the States. All the printed newspapers in 
the United States, together, do not furnish any matter whereby the public, or 
Bank officers particularly, can ascertain the amount of Bank capital in exch 
State and city. We consider the Ban List itself, as contained in this number, 
fully worth the annua] subscription price of the paper, for its details cannot be 
found in ny other printed sheet or public tion whatever. We rely upon a larger 
subscription list to enable us to furn'sh entirely new matter each week:

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BANK STATISTICS. 


We publish the following report of the Select Committee, appointed to ex- 
amine into the affairs of the Board of Control of the State Bank of Ohio, as com- 


municated to the Senate of that State on the 6th of February, 1846, 
We are indebted to a correspondent at Columbus for a pamphlet copy con- 


taining the above report, to which are added copious details, showing the past 
and present condition of the Branches of the State Bank of Ohio, Our readers 
will find in our Bank List the names of each of the Branches, and the Capital 
held, &c., and the Report now published will illustrate the plan of organization, 
&c., of this Bank, which is an institution founded on principles entirely different 
from any Banking Institution that we know of in the Union, 

STATE BANK OF OHIO. 

«¢ Mr. Perkins, from a select committee, made the following report : 

“ The agency of the Board of Control in the discharge of their 
functions will be best understood by reference to some of their by-laws. Their 
office is open during business hours, on ail days of the year except Sundays, 
the Fourth of July, public fast, and thanksyiving days. The regular meetings 
of the Board are semi-annually; special meetings at the call of the President 
or Executive Committee, and when not in session, its duties devolve on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Upon any apprehension that any branch is unsafe, or mis- 
managing its affairs, further delivery of notes for circulation is to be suspended 
til] a careful and thorough examination into its affairs is made by the Executive 
Committee. At the close of every month each branch is required to transmit to 
the Board of Control, under oath, an abstract of its condition, in substance like 
that required by the 59:h section of the act of incorporation, to be made quar- 
terly to the Auditor of State. 

« At the end of each three months, the Cashier of each branch shall furnish 
an alphabetical! list of all the notes, bills, or bonds, delinquent in such branch, 
a copy of which list is to be sent to each branch. If any branch shall be- 
come possessed of its own stock, so as to leave in the hands of its individual 
stockholders less stock, in proportion to its circulating notes received from the 
Board, than the proportion prescribed by law, such branch shall immediately 
return to the Board snch portion of its notes of circulation as may be necessary 
to restore such proportion. No branch shall establish an agency for loaning 
Money or purchasing bilis or bonds, or operating for the benefit of such branch, 
at any place other than its own office; nor shall any note, bond, or bill, be dis- 
counted or purchased except by order of the directors or their committee, entered 
on their journals. Regularly, once in six months, a member of the Board of 
Control, is sent out to examine critically the affairs of each branch, and makes 
a detailed and particular report to the Board. No notice is given to the branch 
of the intended investigation. Upon application of two stockholders of any 
branch, and good cause is shown, the Board shall order a special examination, 
The branches are forbidden to exchange its notes of circulation, with any bank, 
banker, or corporation out of the State ; also with any Bank or company within 
the State without approbation of the Board of Control: they are also forbidden 
to deliver to any person, bank, banker, company, or corporation, either in or 
out of the State, any of its notes for the purpose of giving them circulation ; 
the paying them in the bona fide purchase of bills of exchange being excepted. 
Branches are also now required monthly to report whether, since their last 
Statement, they have caused any of their evidences of debt to be re-discounted, 
or in any way hypothecated for realizing the proceeds in eastern funds or other- 
wise; if so, whether endorsed by the branch, to whom, and on what terms. 

* From this contemplation of the orders and regulations of the Board of Con- 
trol, it is apparent that their office is by them considered merely conservatory. 
It, in truth, consists in the preservation of the soundness, health, and integrity 
of the severa! branches. At the time of the enactment of the law, great appre- 
hensions were entertained that the conservative principle introduced into the 
law, making al! the branches liable for the circulation of each, though of incal- 
culable value to the public, as bill-holders, yet imposed so much risk, that cap- 
italists would not invest their capital. Happily for the State, these apprehen- 
sions are proved to have been ill-founded, Sixteen branches are already formed, 
and from present evidences, by the end of another year, all, authorized by the 
law, will be established; and we feel entire confidence that so long as the busi- 
ness of the Board of Control and their supervisory agency, is conducted with 
wisdom and care, the mutual risk of insurances before mentioned, will continue 
to be, as it now is, very light. 

« The aggregate nominal capital of the sixteen branches is $1,769,000. The 
law directs the capital to be paid in instalments. It affords evidences of 
wealth and confidence that the capital has been paid in faster than the law re- 
quires, The aggregate capital paid up is $927,907 72.

THE USURY LAWS. 

We look forward to an abrogation of these laws from the Statute Book of our 
own State, at an early day ; and also from the Statutes of other States. The 
Usury Law is nothing more than a mere remnant of feudalism ; an obsolete 
idea ; an impracticability. Every business man in the is aware 
that the Jaw is evaded legally, and violated Wegally, every day of the year. 
The views of thinking men are now settled into an opinion that a total repeal of 
the Usury Laws is desirable ; that there should be no restrictions upon the bar- 
ter or exchange of money, any. more than there is upon that which it represents, 
Property ; that money, like other commodities, bias, and should by law be al- 
lowed to find, itsown value in the market. A Jaw. that cannot be carried ont, is 
an evil to.society : the common breach of a law, (as is now most notorious with 
Tegard to usury) has a demoralizing tendency. 

Observation has fully shown us thatin those-States of the Union where the 
legal rates of interest are much higher than with us, there are fewer violations 
of theusurylaw. In Missouri, Louisidna, Mlinois, &c. where loans are Jegally 
made.at 10. and 12 per cent per agmum, exorbitant rates. are not so frequently 
charged jm.transactions as with us, and usury does.not there create forfeiture 


Money is at last found to be nothing more nor Jess than a marketable article, 
subject to the seasons of plenty and scarcity. 

But every day adds instances of legal violations of the law, and of the lament- 
able effects of the present severe restrictions, and we cannot but hope that ere 
long this contested product, Money, will be allowed to have a free channel 
in trade. 

It is with some diffidence that we urge views so entirely diferent from some 
of the able monied men of Europe. We cannot. however, but conclude that they 
have felt only one side of the question, viz. as lenders ; whereas, in order to ap- 
preciate fully the present Jaw, it is necessary for a mon to be ina tight place 
ou the fourth day of the month, or a rent day, at about sac >" two o'clock, P. M. 

Mr. Rothschild says :—‘‘ I believe that, were the Usury Ins repealed, great 
advantage would in many cases be taken of the necessities of such persons, by 
the lender demanding probably two or three times the rate of interest from 
them on their security, as would be required in discounting the bil!s of first and 
second-rate houses. Therefore it appears to me that the less opulent shculd be pro- 
tected.” 

Mr. Samue! Gurney, the eminent bill-broker, says: the smaller mer- 

chants and to the smaller and manufacturing towns. where the money ci!culat on 
gues through the hands of a few individuals, a repeal of the Usury laws would 
give to those individuals a very great power, which might be injurious to the 
community.” 
Mr. Preston, an eminent Rea] Estate counsellor, says: ‘It is to be con- 
sidered whether society is in such a state that persons can be intrusted to 
make their own bargains respecting the rate of interest.” This opinion is also 
entertained by Sir Edward Sugden, one of the most eminent writers of Great 
Britain. 

The following remarks are selected from a recent work, entitled “ Observa- 
tions on the Usury laws, and on the eflect of the recent aiterations, with sug- 
gestions for the permanent amcnoment ot tLe Jaw, and the dre it of an act for 
that purpose. By John Bernard Byles, Sergeant-at-Law: London, 1t46.” 

‘« The market value of money is notorious, and tLovgh it muy vary occasion- 
ally one or two per cent, it is on the whole pretty steady aud uniiorm. A 
serious mistake in estimating itis almost impossible. The vaiue of the risk of 
insolvency, on the other hand, may vary trom nothing to 50, £00, 1,000 per 
cent.,and much more. It differs in every case. There is no possibie way of 
correctly estimating it. The honestest and ablest men can only guess. It is 
a gaming contract. There is a throw of dice. 

And do the parties who are to estimate the value of this overwhelming ingre- 
dient in the contract, stand on level ground ? 

The borrower on good security is a perfectly free agent. A hundred lenders 
court his custom. ‘Temporary as well as permanent accommodation is oflered 
on every side. He is at full liberty to pause aud deliberate, to accept or decline 
every offer as he sees meet. 

But the inferior tradesman, on indifferent or personal security, is not a free 
agent; money on some terms he must, as be thinks, have. His chiidren may 
be crying for bread. If his necessities are generally known, bankruptcy or in- 
solvency is not only inevitable, but imminent—a catastrophe which he always 
desires to postpone (as a man does a surgical operation,) though it should be as 
well for himseii, and much better for his creditors, that bankruptey should 
happen at once. He is at the mercy of the first lender that he can prevail on 
to assist him. He borrows under duress. He estimates the value of the risk 
under the pressure of the thumb-screw. 

The borrower on good security has the benefit of competition. The needy 
borrower has no benefit from competition. He dare not disclose his cireum- 
stances, or publish his want of money. Profound secrecy is his first necessity. 
The more extortionate his proposed bargain, the more imperative and industrious 
its concealment. 

But now look at the lender. He is underno moral duress. He may lend or 
not as he sees fit. Competition, though it protect not the borrower, effectually 
aids the lender. The lender has hundreds of necessitous borrowers among 
whom to select his victims; and experience has taught him how tom ke his 
calculations, and how to reimburse himself for losses among those who fail, by 
the rate of interest inflicted on those who, by themselves or their sureties, are 
ultimately made to pay. 

Do the parties to such contracts of loan stand on level ? One side bets 
on the risk voluntarily, with his eyes open; the other is made to bet bhndfoki, 
whether he will or no, with such odds as are dictated by necessity and secrecy. 
Is it even a fair gaming contract? Are not the dice loaded ? 

But who are the parties invited to sit down at these ing tables now open- 
ed by law, not only in the metropolis, but throughout the length and breadth of 
the united kingdom? Not merely persons of ordinary skill and experience in 
business, but young men who have just left the university—young officers in the 
army, students of law or medicine—young men just of age, with consider: le 
expectations—young men just beginning business, necessitous tradesmen, irish 
tenants and cottagers, inexperienced females, widows with families. Persons, 
otherwise prudent, are by the possibility of getting money, though at exorbitant 
rates of interest, invited to reckless ulation. It is hoped that the demands 
of the usurer will be satisfied out of the profits to be made of railway scrip, 
which, when bought with the produce of a loan, is again pledged at monstrous 
interest, to afford the means of a yet deeper gambling. The note of hand on 
which money has been advanced at the rate of £100 per cent. per annum falls 
due: payment im cash is impossible; » renewal in the same or some other 
quarter, on the same or stil] more exorbitant terms is inevitable. The borrower 
has no option—exorbitant interest itself now carries interest at the same time or 
a greater rate—in a very short time the loan of hundreds creates debts and in- 
cumbrances of thousands. 

At length securities are overcharged, reversions and expectancies are spent 
by anticipation, and personal credit is exhausted. Debtors then join in giving 
mutual security for each other; one Uraws a bill, another accepts, a third in- 
dorses. Each being liable for the- whole, the lender’s risk is proportionally 
diminished—not:so the lender’s chance of gain. He is often an attorney of the 
lower,sort, or in league with one: actions are brought concurrently against 
every party to a dishonoured bill. The victims are now plundered in another

FLUCTUATIONS OF THE FUNDS. 

The public funds have long been regarded as a ‘‘ political barometer,” indica. 
ting by its fluctuations the state of public feeling and the general condition of 
the country. No alteration of any importance in political and social relations 
can occur without some corresponding change taking place in the funds. The 
ordinary and constant regulator of the price of the national securities is the cur. 
rent rate of interest. This at the present time being low, the funds are conse. 
quently high ; and should the rate of interest become high, the funds will fall 
in proportion. The reason of this is easily understood. Government agrees to 
pay a certain fired rate of interest on the different denominations of stock ; and 
whenever the market-rate of interest becomes higher or lower than usual, the 
fixed rate of interest afforded by the public securities will bear a proportiona! 
value, corresponding with the increased or decreased rate of interest which can 
be obtained by investing money in other securities, 

But in addition to this (the ordina.y cause of the constant fluctuations in the 
public securities of this country), everything which has a tendency, however 
remote, to disturb the existing relations with the public creditor, may be classed 
amongst the active causes of fluctuation. It is difficult in some cases to under- 
stand exactly why certain occurrences have such a powerful influence on the 
price of the funds, no natural connexion appears to exist between the cause and 
the effect ; but whenever any political event occurs which is likely to interfere 
in any way with the due payment of the dividends, or the safety of the na- 
tional debt, it is easy to see why the holder of funded property should be desi- 
rous of ‘‘ selling out ” from the funds, and investing his money in some more fa- 
vorable kind of security. 

The following comparative table is a curious commentary on the fluctuations 
of the English Funds, showing the highest Funds, showing tfie highest and 
lowest prices of the principal kinds of Stock since 1720. From 1730 till the 
rebellion of 1745, the 3 per cents were never under 89, and were once, in 1737, 
as high as 107. During the rebellion they sunk to 76: but in 1749 rose again 
to 100. In the interval between the peace of Paris in 1763 and the breaking 
out of the American war, they averaged from 80 to 90, but towards the close

This statement, derived from official Reports, would serve to show, that, 
notwithstanding the strenuous efforts made by Great Britain from 1836 to 1840, 
to introduce Cotton more extensively into her East India Colonies, the increase 
of importations from this country has been fifty per cent in ten years: while 
the imports from the East Indies, West Indies and Brazil have decreased ma- 
terially.
